Hilliard  Receives 

First  Honorary  Doctorate 


Delta  State  University  awarded  its  first- 
ever  honorary  degree  to  Mr  Elbert  R. 
Hilliard,  Director  Emeritus,  Mississippi 
Department  of  Archives  and  History,  at 
the  78th  Spring  Commencement  servic- 
es, held  Saturday,  May  14,  inside  Waiter 
Sillers  Coliseum  on  the  DSU  campus. 
Honorary  degrees  have  been  a  tradition 
in  North  American  higher  education  for 
more  than  300  years,  with  Delta  State 
University  conferring  the  honorary 
degree  to  individuals  who  have  made 
significant  and  meritorious  contributions 
to  the  universit)',  higher  education  gener- 
ally, or  other  areas  of  society.  Expected 
areas  of  achievement  included,  but  were 
not  limited  to,  outstanding  creative  and 
scholarly  work,  distinguished  leadership 
or  service,  significant  accomplishments, 
or  exceptional  philanthropic  support. 

Hilliard,  a  1958  honors  graduate  from 
then  Delta  State  College  with  a  B.S.E  in 
Social  Studies  and  Health,  Physical 
Education  &  Recreation,  more  than  met 
the  qualifications  during  his  31 -year 


tenure  as  Director  for  the 
Mississippi  Department  of 
Archives  and  History. 
Comprising  the  state  archives 
and  record  management  pro- 
grams, the  state  historical 
museum  and  other  sites,  and 
the  historic  preservation  pro- 
gram, the  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  is  the 
largest  cultural  institution  in 
the  state.  Under  Hilliard's 
leadership,  the  department 
flourished,  earning  a  reputa- 
tion for  excellence,  notes 
H.T  Holmes,  current  Director  for  the 
Department,  in  his  letter  of  nomination 
for  Hilliard. 

Hilliard  was  hooded  by  President  Dr 
John  M.  Hilpert,  as  Hilliard's  Doctorate 
of  Humane  Letters  was  conferred. 

A  native  of  Nitta  Yuma,  Hilliard  is  mar- 
ried to  the  former  Claire  Nichols,  a  1957 
graduate  of  Delta  State  University.  The 
couple  has  two  daughters,  Lee  Michelle 
Hilliard  of  Birmingham,  Ala.;  and  Tessa 
Hilliard  Minchew  of  Tucker,  Georgia. 

"I  could  not  think  of  a  more  fitting 
alumnus  to  be  awarded  Delta  State 
University's  first  honorary  degree  than 
Elbert  Hilliard,"  said  Hilpert,  "Mr. 
Hilliard's  long  and  dedicated  career  to 
the  Mississippi  Department  of  Archives 
and  History  deserves  to  be  recognized 
and  it  is  a  privilege  for  us  to  do  with  this 
Doctorate  of  Humane  Letters."

Woolfolk  Hall  and  Daughrity  Hall,  better  known  as  Gl  1  and  2,  were  demolished  to  make  room  for  a 
much  needed  parking  lot.  The  dorms  were  former  navy  barracks  and  surplus  buildings  used  in  1946 
to  house  men  returning  from  World  War  H  to  Delta  State  on  the  G.I.  Bill. 


If  you  have  been  on  the  Delta  State  cam- 
pus lately,  you  have  probably  noticed  a  lot 
of  hard  hats  and  caution  tape.  That's 
because  construction  and  renovations  are 
in  full  force. 

Since  2002  Delta  State  has  been  building, 
repairing,  and  adding  on  to  almost  all  of 
its  facilities,  from  a  brand  new  recording 
studio  for  the  Delta  Music  Institute  and  a 
new  airplane  hanger  for  the  Aviation 
Department  to  a  renovation  of  the  Family 
and  Consumer  Sciences  Kitchen  complete 
with  Viking  appliances.  With  over  $55.5 
million  from  the  state  and  donors,  ail  of 
these  projects  have  been  made  possible. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  quite  a  few 
other  construction  projects  have  already 
been  completed:  renovations  of  Clark  and 
Longino  Halls,  as  well  as  the  construction 
of  Kent  Wyatt  Hall,  the  Softball  facility 
and  the  Dorgan  Performance  Center  that 
was  finished  in  March.  Phase  II  of  the 
Court  of  Governors  is  done,  and  now 
Phase  III  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
November  of  this  year. 

The  betterment  of  the  baseball  and  foot- 
ball stadiums'  facilities  and  concession 
stands  is  also  in  the  near  future.  Also  new 
fire  alarm  systems  will  be  added  to  all  four 
buildings  including  Noel  and  Brewer  that 
were  renovated  in  2002.  Twelve  full-sized 
kitchens,  a  deck  and  a  courtyard  volleyball 
court  will  be  added. 

Many  buildings  are  having  small  but  effec- 
tive renovations.  Kethley,  Bailey  and  the 
Union  are  all  having  minor  work  done. 
The  roofs  of  Bailey,  Ziegle,  Broom,  Health 
Services  and  Caylor-White/  Walters  are 
being  replaced  in  the  summer  months. 


Four  new  high-tech  classrooms  were  added 
to  Jobe  Hall,  along  with  a  new  parking  lot 
that  contains  30  additional  spots.  New  ele- 
vators are  being  added  to  the  Union, 
Ewing  Hall,  the  Natatorium  and  Caylor- 
White/Walters  Halls,  along  with  wheel- 
chair ramps  in  the  front  and  back  of  the 
Union,  the  front  of  Cleveland  Hall  and 
the  front  of  Caylor-White/Walters  Hail. 
Ewing  Hall  will  also  be  receiving  a  new 
HVAC  system. 

More  than  180  parking  spots  will  be  avail- 
able soon,  following  the  recent  demolition 
of  Daughtery  and  Woolfolk  Halls,  as  well 
as  $300,000  worth  of  street  resurfacing  to 
take  place  in  the  fall.  The  construction  of 
the  Sanders  Sculpture  Garden  will  begin 
this  fall  in  front  of  the  Bologna  Performing 
Arts  Center,  with  landscaping  of  Kent 
Wyatt  Hall  to  be  completed  by 
Homecomino. 


lobe  Hall  Addition 

With  such  an  array  of  renovations  taking 
place,  the  Delta  State  campus  will  contin- 
ue to  grow  as  one  of  the  prime  educational 
centers  of  the  Delta. 

The  Coahoma  County  Higher  Education 
Center  will  be  receiving  a  complete  reno- 
vation of  its  facilities  beginning  later  this 
year  with  scheduled  completion  in  the 
summer  of  2007.

1  he  Chairman  Retires

Mr.  Chairman.  The  term  is  traditionally 
'given  to  the  greatest  powerbroker  in  the 
Mississippi  Legislature.  Charlie  Capps 
has  worn  that  distinguished  title  for  thir- 
ty-two years.   Bolivar  and  Sunflower 
counties  gave  Capps  a  memorable  send- 
ofFby  declaring  July  6,  2005  "Charlie 
Capps  Day." 

More  than  twenty  floats  marched  down 
Victoria  and  Court  Street  in  Cleveland  in 
a  parade  honoring  Capps.  Two  Apache 
Helicopters  from  the  Army  National 
Guard's  Combat  Heavy  Engineer 
Battalion  kicked  off  the  parade. 

Capps  always  took  a  special  interest  in 
education  and  always  made  it  a  part  of 
his  legislative  agenda.  Delta  State 
University  has  benefited  greatly  from  his 
support,  and  recently  a  building  was 
named  in  his  honor.  Capps  says 
"Education  and  economics  go  together." 

A  luncheon  was  held  at  Delta  State's 
Walter  Sillers  Coliseum.  The  luncheon 
showed  Delta  State's  gratitude  for  the 
support  of  Chairman  Capps  and  featured 
a  showcase  of  various  political  cartoons 
of  Capps  throughout  the  decades.  "Delta 
State  had  no  greater  friend  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  than  Charlie  Capps. 
A  'True  Statesman,  Mr.  Capps  had  the 
best  interest  of  this  Univers-ity  and  the 
Mississippi  Delta  in  mind,"  said  Dr.  John 
Hilpert,  President  of  Delta  State 
University.  The  event  offered  many  resi- 
dents of  Capps'  district  an  opportunity 
to  meet  the  Chairman  in  person  and 
thank  him  for  his  years  of  service. 

Capps  is  a  well-known  golf  enthusiast 
and  at  1  p.m.  the  Charlie  Capps  Golf 
Tournament  took  place  at  the  Cleveland 
Country  Club. 

The  day  ended  with  a  "Salute  to 
Representative  Charlie  Capps,  Jr." 


Attendees  included  Governor  Haley 
Barbour,  State  Auditor  Phil  Bryant,  and 
former  House  Ways  and  Means  Chairman 
and  current  Chief  of  Staff  to  the  Governor, 
Charlie  Williams. 

The  dinner  was  emceed  by  Delta  Business 
Journal  Publisher  Scott  Coopwood  and 
speakers  included  Hilpert,  Michelle 
Roberts  of  the  Cleveland  Bolivar  County 
Chamber,  and  Governor  Barbour. 

"It's  been  said  that  Charlie  Capps  is  the 
'Best  Friend'  that  Delta  State  University 
has  ever  had  and  that's  a  statement  that  is 
hard  to  dispute,"  said  Hilpert,  while 
Barbour  joked,  "I  think  that  Charhe  is 
retiring  because  there  are  no  more  build- 
ings to  name  after  him." 

A  twenry-minute  film  depicted  Capps'  life 
as  a  husband,  father.  High  Sheriff,  and  leg- 
islator. Senator's  Thad  Cochran  and  Trent 
Lott  video  taped  their  memories  of  Capps. 
"He  will  forever  be  Mr.  Chairman  to  me," 
said  Cochran.  Lott  praised  Capps  as  a  per- 
fect example  of  a  public  servant  and  as  a 
true  Southern  gentleman. 

Capps  was  sheriff  of  Bolivar  County  from 
1964-68  and  president  of  the  Mississippi 
Sheriff  Association  in  1964-1965. 

Capps  was  elected  to  the  Mississippi 
House  of  Representatives  in  November 
1971  and  took  office  in  January  1972.  He 
was  chairman  of  the  powerful 
Appropriations  Committee  from  1988 
through  2003. 

Capps  was  given  an  award  from  Blake 
Wilson  of  the  Mississippi  Economic 
Council  and  Delta  State  paid  tribute  by 
presenting  a  collage  of  articles  and  pictures 
of  Capps  and  his  career.  The  day  was  a  cel- 
ebration a  Mississippi  politician  who  was 
truly  one  of  a  kind  and  his  type  may  not 
be  seen  for  some  time.

A  Q&A  with  Tammy  Lemon 


Q:    How  long  has  WABG  been  broadcast- 
ing from  the  Delta  State  studio? 

A:     Since  2001 

Q:    How  did  the  studio  come  to  be  on 
the  campus? 

A:     It  began  as  a  mutually  beneficial  rela- 
tionship between  WABG  and  DSU. 
Delta  State  needed  help  producing  the 
Delta  State  Sports  Show,  and  WABG 
needed  a  studio  for  the  Cleveland 
Bureau  that  they  wanted  to  establish 
to  benefit  viewers  in  this  area. 

Q:    How  does  it  strengthen  your  broad- 
cast and  the  quality  of  the  broadcast? 

A:     Cleveland  is  an  important  part  of  our 
viewing  area.  Having  our  studio  in 
Cleveland  gives  us  a  strong  presence 
in  the  community  and  allows  us  to 
stay  abreast  of  breaking  news  in 
Cleveland  and  Bolivar  County. 

Q:    What  does  it  mean  to  have  that  asso- 
ciation with  Delta  State  University? 
A:     Delta  State  is  a  major  force  in  the 


community.  Being  part- 
nered with  DSU  adds  to 
WABG's  credibility,  espe- 
cially with  the  physical 
tie  of  having  the  studio 
on  campus. 

Q:    Overall  comment  on 
how  it  personally  bene- 
fits you  as  the  Cleveland 
reporter. 

A:     1  can  not  express  how 

beneficial  it  is  to  have  the 
Cleveland  studio  on 
DSU's  campus!  It  enables 
us  to  be  the  only  media 
with  live  capability.  That  means  if 
something  "big"  happens  in 
Cleveland,  we  are  the  only  ones  able 
to  immediately  break-in  and  let  the 
citizens  know  what's  going  on.  As  the 
Cleveland  reporter,  the  studio  allows 
me  to  spend  more  time  in  the  com- 
munity, instead  of  constantly  com- 
muting back  and  forth  to  our  other 
studios.  If  we  didn't  have  the 
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Cleveland  studio,  my  husband  and  I 
would  not  have  been  able  to  make  our 
home  in  Cleveland!

OUTSTANDING  ALUMNUS  OF  THE  YEAR

Tim  Harvey,  2005's  Outstanding  Alumnus 
of  the  Year,  certainly  exemplifies  the  kind 
of  career  and  personal  achievement  that  the 
award  commemorates.    In  his  25  years  in 
the  hospitality  industry,  Har\'ey  has 
become  a  recognized  leader  in  the  develop- 
ment and  utilization  of  technology  for 
hotel  management  operations,  and  played  a 
vital  role  in  the  technological  changes  and 
advancements  that  have  transformed  the 
industry.  Harvey  is  Senior  Vice-President 
and  Chief  Information  Officer  with  Hilton 
Hotels  Corporation  in  Memphis  (while 
Hilton  is  headquartered  in  Beverly  Hills, 


California,  the  company  has  a  significant 
corporate  presence  in  Memphis — including 
a  majority  of  its  Information  Technology 
operations  and  management). 

A  Mississippi  native,  Harvey  earned  his 
BBA  at  Delta  State  in  1980.   He  was  a 
member  of  the  Statesman  baseball  team 
from  1977  to  1980,  and  received  the 
Charles  S.  Kerg,  Sr.  Award,  given  to  the 
top  male  and  female  varsity  athlete  at  DSU 
for  excellence  in  scholarship,  athletic  per- 
formance, and  community  and  school 
involvement.    He  was  also  a  member  of  the 


DSU  Hall  of  Fame.   Following  his  gradua- 
tion from  Delta  State,  Harvey  went  on  to 
earn  an  MBA  from  the  University  of 
Memphis. 

His  career  began  while  he  was  still  attend- 
ing Delta  State.    "During  my  junior  year,  I 
was  selected  as  a  summer  intern  in  the 
Management  Information  Systems  depart- 
ment at  Holiday  Inns,"  he  recalls.   "As  it 
turned  out,  that  was  the  beginning  of  a 
career  for  me  in  hospitality  technology — 
after  I  graduated,  I  was  offered  a  perma- 
nent job  with  Holiday  Inns." 
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alumnus  of  the  year 


In  the  1980's,  Harvey  was  actively 
involved  in  significant  developments 
such  as  the  installation  of  the  property 
management  system  at  the  very  first 
Hampton  Inn,  and  by  1987  he  had  been 
promoted  to  Director  of  Business  Systems 
Development  at  Holiday  Inns.  The  1990's 
brought  a  number  of  changes  and  chal- 
lenges, starting  with  the  sale  of  the 
Holiday  Inn  brand  to  London-based  Bass, 
PLC.   The  remaining  brands — including 
Embassy  Suites,  Hampton  Inns,  and 
Homewood  Suites,  were  grouped  together 
as  Promus  Hotel  Corporation. 


After  assuming  the  role  ot  Chief 
Information  Officer  for  Promus  in  1995, 
Harvey  was  challenged  to  develop  an  inte- 
grated property  management  system.    "At 
that  time,  each  of  our  hotel  properties 
accessed  their  local  property  management 
system  through  one  user  interlace,  while 
using  a  different  interface  to  access  the 
central  reservations  system  in  Memphis," 
he  explains.    "Although  the  two  systems 
were  'connected",  they  required  additional 
steps  for  users  to  complete  their  tasks, 
resulting  in  operational  and  customer  serv- 
ice inefficiencies." 

The  Windows-based  system  Harvey  and 
his  staff  developed,  called  System  2 1 ,  was 
revolutionary,  and  led  to  substantially 
decreased  labor  and  training  costs, 
improved  profitability,  and  decreased  tech- 
nolog)'  spending  by  individual  hotel  units 
and  the  corporation.    It  also  provided  a 
modular  system  that  could  be  continually 
expanded  to  include  increasing  numbers  of 
hotels  and  business  units. 

Of  course,  the  1990s  were  also  the  period 
when  personal  computer  use  and  the 
Internet  began  making  major  changes  in 
everyday  life.    Harvey  was  quick  to  react  to 
this  sea  of  change,  introducing  online 
reservations  to  the  Promus  website  in 
1995. 

He  assumed  his  current  position  in  1999, 
when  Hilton  Hotels  Corporation  acquired 
Promus. 

Under  Harvey's  leadership,  Internet  Week 
magazine  recognized  Hilton  Hotels 
Corporation  as  the  "2001  E-Business  of 
the  Year."   Among  numerous  other  honors, 
the  corporation  received  the  TELMAN 
award  for  System  21 — this  award  is  given 
to  companies  who  achieve  significant 
improvements  in  bringing  people  and 
technology  together. 

As  a  nationally  and  internationally  recog- 
nized leader  in  technology,  Harvey  and  his 
contributions  to  the  industry  were  spot- 
lighted by  Bill  Gates  in  his  book,  Business 
At  The  Speed  Of  Thought. 

With  the  scope  of  his  position  within  the 
Hilton  worldwide  organization,  and  the 
ongoing  challenges  and  changes  in  tech-

nology,  Tim  Harvey  says  a  "typical"  work- 
day involves  a  tremendous  amount  of 
communication  with  team  members. 
"There's  a  lot  of  talking  on  the  phone, 
answering  e-mails,  and  participating  in 
meetings,"  he  comments.    "Most  of  the 
communication  is  with  really  creative  peo- 
ple about  new  ideas  and  opportunities,  like 
understanding  the  key  issues  in  our  busi- 
ness and  thinking  of  different  ways  to 
address  those  issues.    I  spend  a  great  deal 
of  my  time  searching  for  innovations 
through  technology  that  can  increase  the 
company's  advantage  over  our  competitors. 

"The  hospitalit}'  industry  is  a  'people'  busi- 
ness— people  taking  care  ol  people.    I  view 
the  primary  role  of  technology  as  being  to 
help  our  team  members  take  care  of  our 
valuable  guests. " 

Harvey  still  makes  room  in  a  hectic  sched- 
ule for  civic  involvement,  and  is  active 
with  Junior  Achievement,  the  United  Way, 
and  the  Leukemia  and  Lymphoma  Society. 
He  also  manages  to  find  some  leisure  time, 
which  he  says  is  focused  almost  exclusively 
on  spending  time  with  his  lamily.    "My 
wife  Nancy  and  I  have  two  boys  who  are 
very  involved  in  sports,"  he  reports. 
"Bryan  is  a  member  of  the  University  of 
Tennessee  at  Martin  baseball  team,  and 
Brandon  is  playing  high  school  football  for 
Briarcrest  Christian  School  (where  Harvey 
is  also  a  volunteer  coach).    It's  important 
to  me  to  attend  those  sporting  events  and 
be  there  tor  them.    Even  though  I  stay  very 
busy,  it's  this  km  stuff  that  creates  memo- 
ries you  keep  forever."

When  the  Delta  State 
Foundation  began  its 
Whigs  ayid  Roots:  Let 
\\(^i(J)  \^     Our  Legacy  Soar  apkal 
campaign  five  years 
ago,  it  was  with  a  vision 
of  transforming  the 
University,  as  well  as 
the  lives  of  its  students  and  its  faculty. 
Now,  with  gifts  and  pledges  that  have  sur- 
passed even  the  revised  campaign  goal  (and 
total  more  than  three  times  the  original 
goal),  that  transformation  is  well  under- 
way. 

Wings  and  Roots:  Let  Our  Legacy  Soar  was 
launched  in  2000  with  what  campaign 
chair  Ned  Mitchell  calls  an  "ambitious" 
goal  of  S 12  million.    By  the  spring  of 
2004,  the  goal  had  been  increased  to  S35 
million.  As  Mitchell  relates,  "Thanks  to 
the  generosity  of  the  Delta  State  commu- 
nity, at  that  point  we  had  already  received 
around  $31  million  in  gifts  and  pledges. 
In  the  past  several  weeks,  we  have  eclipsed 
our  goal,  with  gifts  and  pledges  now  total- 
ing over  $36  million." 

While  originally  scheduled  to  end  on 
December  31,  2005,  Wings  and  Roots  w^'iW 
now  formally  end  in  September,  Mitchell 
reports.   "We're  timing  it  to  coordinate 
with  the  80th  academic  anniversary  of  the 
University,  and  we're  planning  a  celebratory

event  to  commemorate  the  very  successful 
conclusion  of  the  campaign. ' 

The  support  provided  as  a  result  of  Wings 
and  Roots  is  being  utilized  to  fund  scholar- 
ships, faculty  development,  athletics,  and 
other  campus  priorities.   Even  a  look  at  a 
handful  of  the  projects  funded  to  date  illus- 
trates the  far-reaching  benefits  being  real- 
ized: 

•  $2.4  million  in  new  scholarship  money 
tor  endowed  and  annual  scholarships 

•  Creation  of  the  Hazel  and  Jimmy 
Sanders  Sculpture  Garden  at  the 
Bologna  Performing  Arts  Center 

•  Inception  of  the  Delta  Music  Institute 

•  The  initiation  of"  two  federally-support- 
ed programs,  the  Delta  Health  Alliance 
and  the  Delta  Education  Initiative 

In  addition  to  these  and  many  more,  the 
University  has  received  four  estate  gifts, 
totaling  $1.3  million,  for  endowments 
which  will  fund  numerous  scholarships. 

Dr.  John  Thornell,  Provost  and  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs,  says  one  of 
the  most  important  components  of  Wings 
and  Roots  is  the  Kent  and  Janice  Wyatt 
Faculty  Development  Fund.   "It  provides 
direct  funding  that  we  can  make  available 
to  our  tacult)',  and  augments  our  depart- 
mental funding.   We  can  bring  in  speakers, 
for  example,  or  hold  seminars  and  work- 
shops.  It  also  allows  faculty 
members  to  attend  conferences, 
etc.   Some  donors  have  also 
given  funds  for  specific  aca- 
demic programs." 


Dr.  Susan  Allen  Ford,  professor 
of  English,  speaks  first-hand  of 
the  professional  growth  oppor- 
tunities that  Wings  and  Roots  is 
providing.   "Over  the  past  sev- 
eral years,  I've  been  able  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  number  of  confer- 
ences and  seminars,  thanks  to 
financial  support  from  the 
Wyatt  Facult}'  Development 
Fund.  At  Jane  Austen  contet- 
ences,  for  example,  I  was  able 
to  deepen  my  understanding  of 
the  connections  between  her

novels  and  political  and  scientific  issues,  as 
well  as  the  music,  art,  and  architecture  of 
the  period.   Experiences  such  as  this  have 
allowed  me  to  incorporate  new  strategies 
into  my  classes." 

Delta  State  lacults'  and  staft'  have  aptly 
demonstrated  their  appreciation  ot  the 
opportunities  the  campaign  provides.   As 
Thornell  points  out,  DSU  taculn'  and  staft, 
as  a  group,  have  made  up  the  largest  per- 
centage of  individual  donors. 

Certainly,  some  of  the  most  significant 
"transformations"  have  been  in  the  lives  of 
Delta  State  students,  like  Ruth  Ann  Lopez 
Luciano.   Since  childhood,  Luciano  had 
dreamed  of  being  a  nurse,  but  like  many 
students,  the  financial  challenges  made  that 
dream  difficult  to  realize.   "Thanks  to 
financial  assistance  made  possible  by  donors 
to  Wings  and  Roots,  I  received  a  scholarship 
for  nursing  school,  and  became  the  first  one 
in  my  family  to  graduate  from  college,"  she 
says.  A  2000  Delta  State  graduate,  Luciano 
now  serves  a  vital  role  as  an  emergenc)' 
room  nurse  in  Ruleville. 

A  major  addition  to  the  Delta  State  campus 
is  the  Billy  Dorgan,  Jr.  Student  Performance 
Center,  and  its  funding  exemplifies  the  spir- 
it ot  giving  that  has  characterized  the  Wi?igs 
and  Roots  campaign.  As  Mitchell  explains, 
"The  Center  became  a  reality  thanks  to  a 
$1.5  million  pledge  to  the  campaign  by 
Billy  and  Patt\'  Dorgan,  Sr.,  in  honor  of 
their  son  Billy,  Ir."  The  younger  Dorgan 
was  a  standout  member  of  the  Delta  State 
football  team  from  1999  to  2000,  and 
played  on  the  2000  National  Football 
Championship  team.  The  center  named  for 
him  is  a  state-of-the-art  complex  now  being 
utilized  by  all  DSU  athletic  programs.

While  Wings  and  Roots:  Let  Our  Legacy 
Soar  may  be  approaching  its  formal  con- 
clusion, the  vision-and  the  transformation- 
will  continue.   Says  Mitchell,  "Because 
we've  had  so  much  success  in  various  ven- 
ues, and  because  there's  so  much  going  on 
at  Delta  State,  we  will  continue  to  focus 
on  several  areas.  These  include  the  Delta 
Music  Institute,  our  athletics  facilities,  the 
Bologna  Performing  Arts  Center,  and 
scholarships  in  general. " 

At  the  same  time,  he  reports,  Delta  State 
Alumni  Foundation  Executive  Director 
Keith  Fulcher  and  his  staff  will  begin  plan- 
ning a  new  fundraising  campaign  that  will 
begin  in  24  to  36  months.   Thanks  to  the 
tremendously  generous  support  of  the 
community  and  the  shared  vision  that  sup- 
port demonstrates,  both  the  University  and 
the  wider  communit)'  will  continue  to 
"soar"  into  the  future.

Monetary  Contribution  at  Delta  State

Sarah  Anne  "Sally"  Hill  Bolding,  a  resident 
of  Gulf  Breeze,  Fla.,  and  her  husband,  Dr. 
Harold  "Skip"  Bolding,  made  a  generous  six 
figure  gift  to  Delta  State  University  in  mem- 
ory of  her  father,  the  late  Edward  Bibb 
"E.B."  Hill,  Jr.  Mrs. 
Bolding  is  a  native  of 
Greenville,  Miss,  but 
spent  a  good  portion 
of  her  childhood  in 
both  Greenville  and 
Cleveland.  She  attend- 
ed Greenville  High 
before  beginning  a  col- 
lege career  that  would 
Bolding      eventually  culminate  in  a 
degree  from  Delta  State  University.  Mrs. 
Bolding's  ties  to  the  University  run  deeper 
than  that,  however.  Her  grandfather,  E.B. 
Hill,  was  one  of  three  men  who  in  1911 
donated  20  acres  of  land  for  the  Bolivar 
County  Agricultural  High  School,  laying  the 
foundation  for  what  would  become  Delta 
State  Teachers  College.  Hill  Demonstration 
School  was  erected  where  the  Roberts- 
LaForge  Library  now  stands  and  housed  an 
elementary  program  for  many  years  before  it 
was  discontinued  in  1957,  the  same  year  as 
E.B.  Hill's  death. 
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Edward  Bibb  Hill,  Jr.,  overlooking  one  of  the  first  rice  fields  in  the  Delta 


Mrs.  Bolding  chose  to  contribute  to  Delta 
State  in  honor  of  her  father,  the  first  rice 
farmer  in  Bolivar  County.  "He  was  a  pioneer 
planter,"  says  Bolding  of  her  father,  "the  first 
man  to  plant  rice  in  the  Delta."  The 
Boldings  gift  will  be  used  to  endow  the 
Edward  Bibb  Hill,  Jr.  Memorial  Scholarship.

The  Mississippi  Delta  has  long  been  considered  a  travel 
destination  for  music  aficionados.  Now,  Delta  State 
University  with  the  new  Delta  Music  Institute  is  fast 
becoming  an  educational  destination  for  music  industry 
students.    Students  of  the  DMI  will  be  immersed  in  the 
Delta  cultural  heritage  from  which  most  modern  popular 
music  descends.   Class  electives  such  as  "History  and 
Culture  of  the  Mississippi  Delta,"  and  "The  River"  will 
provide  students  the  opportunity  to  explore  the  land 
where  the  blues  began  while  offering  them  an  unrivaled 
technological  opportunity  in  the  music  industry. 

The  focus  of  the  DMI  is  to  provide  training  in  Sound 
Recording  Technology  and  offer  contemporary  music 
experiences.    DMI  students  will  take  courses  in  studio 
recording,  music  business,  and  gain  performance  experi- 
ence in  contemporary  music  studies  such  as  jazz,  blues, 
and  popular  music.    Graduates  can  choose  between  a 
Bachelors  of  Science  in  Interdisciplinary  Studies  or  a 
Bachelors  of  Arts  in  Music  with  Sound  Recording 
Technology,  a  degree  approved  by  the  National 
Association  of  Schools  of  Music. 


The  Institute  was  originally  conceived  by  Fred  Carl, 
Jr.,  founder  and  CEO  of  Viking  Range  Corporation. 
An  alumnus  and  longtime  supporter  of  Delta  State 
University,  Carl  also  provided  the  lead  financial  gift 
for  the  DMI.    Famed  music  producer  Norbert 
Putnam  was  brought  on  board  by  Carl  as  a  consult- 
ant and  acoustic  design  engineer  for  the  proposed 
recording  studio.  Putnam  has  a  celebrated  reputation 
in  the  music  industry,  producing  records  for  artists 
such  as  Jimmy  Buffet,  Joan  Baez,  Linda  Ronstadt, 
the  Nitty  Gritty  Dirt  Band,  and  Dan  Fogelberg. 

In  addition,  he  has  recorded  with  hundreds  of 
artists,  including  Elvis  Presley  and  The  Beatles.   A 
native  of  Muscle  Shoals,  Putnam  was  recently 
inducted  into  the  Alabama  Music  Hall  of  Fame. 
Under  Putnam's  guiding  vision  the  Delta  Music 
Institute  will  become  a  benchmark  for  contempo- 
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rary  music  studies  in  the  Southeast. 

Carl  expressed  his  appreciation  for 
Putnam's  involvement.    "When  I  first  pro- 
posed this  idea  to  Delta  State,  I  had  a 
small  studio  in  mind  for  jazz  and  blues 
groups.  When  I  got  Norbert  involved,  he 
really  took  this  concept  to  the  next  level! 
His  expanded  vision  for  this  facility  is 
going  to  make  it  a  major  asset  for  Delta 
State.   We're  very  fortunate  to  have 
Norbert  involved." 

Currently,  the  DM1  has  a  model  recording 
studio  located  in  a  converted  classroom 
where  classes  are  led  by  Putnam.    However, 
the  Delta  State  University  Foundation, 
Inc.  is  actively  raising  money  to  transform 
Whitfield  Gym  into  a  much  larger  studio 
and  classrooms.  According  to  Delta  State 
University  Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
Collier  Parker,  the  most  unique  aspect  of 
the  Delta  Music  Institute  will  be  its  enor- 
mous recording  studio  with  the  capability 
for  a  fijU  symphony  with  100-voice  choir. 
This  space  is  being  modeled  after  Abbey 
Road  Studio  One  in  England,  considered 
by  many  to  be  the  top  recording  studio  in 
the  world  and  where  Putnam  recorded 
many  top  hit  records. 

A  smaller  studio  will  be  used  for  contem- 
porary rock,  jazz,  hip-hop,  or  blues  record- 
ing.  Both  studios  will  feature  state-of-the- 
art  technology,  including  5.1  surround- 
sound  monitoring  systems.  With  this  new 
technology,  Delta  State  University  will  be 
able  to  offer  a  revolutionary  new  method 
of  teaching  music  engineering  and  mixing 
housed  in  the  largest  recording  studio  in  a

university  setting  in  the  United  States. 
"The  new  Sound  Recording  Technology 
track  will  offer  excellent  training  for  those 
who  are  interested  in  music  production  as 
a  career,"  said  Parker.    "Few  schools  in  the 
nation  will  provide  the  hands-on  learning 
students  will  experience  here.   Not  only 
will  we  offer  the  highest  level  of  equip- 
ment, but  the  top  echelon  of  teaching  pro- 
fessionals as  well." 


Another  feature  of  the 
DMI  is  that  students  will 
use  their  personal  laptops  as 
sound  recording  worksta- 
tions where  they  can  work 
individually  on  a  piece  of 
music,  learning  mixing  and 
layering  techniques  by 
practicing,  not  just  watch- 
ing an  instructor. 

An  Advisory  Board,  chaired 
by  Putnam,  is  being  selected 
and  will  include  more  than  a 
dozen  leading  music  profes- 
sionals, in  addition  to  Carl. 
The  Advisory  Board  will 
commit  itself  to  developing 
the  new  program  at  Delta 


State  University  and  making  it  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  United  States. 
Delta  State  President  John  Hilpert  stated, 
"The  Delta  Music  Institute  is  the  number 
one  fundraising  priority  of  the  university 
and  the  Delta  State  Foundation  because  of 
the  prestige  as  well  as  the  number  and 
quality  of  students  that  it  will  bring  to 
DSU.  The  DMI  will  be  recording  and 
technology  focused  and  it  will  touch  every 
aspect  of  the  University  and  will  involve 
many  other  departments  such  as  business 
and  pre-law  studies  in  its  curriculum." 

While  the  financial  backing  ol  Fred  Carl 
has  successfully  launched  the  program, 
additional  funds  are  needed  to  ensure  its 
success.  The  goal  for  this  project  has  been 
set  at  $5  million,  and  approximately 
$800,000  has  been  raised  thus  far  from 
State-appropriated  funds  and  private  gifts.

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Athletic  Department 
master  plan

The  Athletic  Department  has  recently  fin- 
ished several  construction  projects  and  has 
a  "master  site  plan"  for  major  improve- 
ments to  the  facilities  on  the  North 
Campus.  Construction  that  has  been  com- 
pleted includes  the  $1.8  million  addition 
to  the  Chadwick-Dickson  Field  House 
including  the  Billy  Dorgan,  Jr.  Student 
Performance  Center  and  the  5350,000  J.  A. 
"Bud"  Thigpen,  Jr.  Baseball  Annex. 

Currently  a  $350,000  addition  to  Ferriss 
Field,  the  Robert  L.  Crawford  Baseball 
Service  Center,  is  being  put  through  the 
bidding  process.  This  addition  will  include 
a  memorabilia  room  dedicated  to  Coach 
Dave  "Boo"  Ferriss,  concessions,  rest- 
rooms,  and  a  dressing  room  for  umpires. 
Another  $100,000  will  be  spent  to  add  vis- 
itor's concessions  and  updated  restrooms 
at  Travis  E.  Parker  Field.  Also  slated  is  a 
$100,000  renovation  to  Walter  Sillers 
Coliseum. 

One  of  the  more  exciting  developments  is 
the  "master  site  plan"  for  North  Campus. 
This  is  a  project  to  tie  in  all  athletic  venues 
with  a  walking  track  and  construction  of  a

new  boulevard  that 
will  provide  access 
to  the  facilities  with- 
out having  to  drive 
through  local  neigh- 
borhoods. Athletic 
Director  Brad 
Teague  is  under- 
standably excited 
about  these  plans. 
"We  always  want  to 
improve  our  facili- 
ties and  this  is  a 
great  way  to  tie 
everything  together. 
We  envision  a  1 .7 
mile  multi-purpose 
track  that  runs 
around  all  the  ath- 
letic venues.  This 
will  be  open  to  the 
public  as  well  as  stu- 
dents and  can  be  used  for  walking,  jogging 
or  biking.  The  new  Boulevard  will  provide 
much  easier  access  to  all  athletic  venues 
and  should  alleviate  a  lot  of  parking  prob- 
lems on  game  days,"  Teague  says.

You  can  walk  the 
track  and  stop 
for  a  few  minutes 
and  watch  a  tennis 
match  or  whatev- 
er else  is  going 
on.  It  will  be  well 
landscaped  with 
perhaps  even  a 
lake  being 


added."  Mitchell  goes  on  to  say  "This  will 
be  a  great  boost  to  the  local  economy.  We 
will  have  more  visitors  and  a  great  place 
that  people  will  love  to  visit.   As  a  former 
football  player  at  Delta  State  I  am  particu- 
larly excited  about  the  planned  renovations 
to  the  football  complex-including  the  press 
box,  club  seating,  and  playing  field,  which 
will  enhance  the  landscaping  as  well." 

Teague  echos  Mitchell's  thoughts,  offering, 
"We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  upgrade  and 
focus  on  our  athletic  facilities  while  pro- 
viding the  public  with  some  great  green 
spaces  to  enjoy.  Our  goal  is  to  get  more 
people  out  here  while  showcasing  the  great 
athletics  we  already  have."  Funding  for  the 
project  will  be  sought  through  Federal  and 
State  grants  as  well  as  private  donations.
